Association recently how 
tion against tuberculosis, 
Specialists, is itself a) 
Over the world, 

The type of vaccination, known 
as BCG. after the French scien: 
tists by wiiom it was devised, now 
is being tested by the public health 
Service, 

In several well controlled studies 
the research institute 
has been found that BCG vaccina- 
tion decreases by approximately 80 
per cent those who contract the 
disease and who die of it." 

The principle, it was explained, 
is very similar to that of smallpox 
vaccination, The vaccine is made 
from an organism which produces 
a mild form of cattle tuberculosis. 
It is harmless to man but sets up 
a resistance to more virulent types 
of the bacillus. : 

More than 50 wiillion vaccina- 
tions have been performed since 
1921, There has never been a proved 
Case, it is asserted, of tuberculosis 
developing as a result of the vac- 
cination, 

A committee of tuberculosis ex- 
perts of the world health organ- 
ization, a U. N, affiliate, has rec- 
ommended that between 15 and 20 
million persons all over the world 
be vaccinated in the next few years.

Thirty million have already been 
vaccinated in Japan and_ other 
millions in Europe. 

The disease, it is stressed, still 
kills about 50,000 Americans each 
year, There are now about one 
million active cases in the coun- 


try and it still is the leading cause 
of death from disease between 
the ages of 15 and 44,
